To  prevent  the  killing  of  birds  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  P/iiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  capture,  trap,  snare,  stone,  throw  at,  shoot,  wound  or 
kill  any  bird  or  birds  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia, shall  incur  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  such  offence,  such  penalty  to  be  sued  for  and  re- 
covered in  like  manner  as  other  penalties  are  now  recover- 
able, the  whole  of  which  penalty  shall  go  to  the  informer 
or  prosecutor ;  such  informer  to  be  a  competent  witness : 
Provided,  hoivever,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  not  apply  to  the  killing  of  reedbirds,  railbirds,  par- 
tridges, snipe,  blackbirds  or  woodcock,  when  these  birds 
are  in  season. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  police  of  the  City,  and  those  having  charge 
of  the  public  squares,  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  Or- 
dinance are  carried  into  effect.

neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  witness  or  witnesses 
to  appear  upon  the  service  of  any  such  subpoena,  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  Philadelphia  County  shall,  upon  proof 
of  such  service,  issue  an  attachment,  compelling  the  appear- 
ance of  such  witness  or  witnesses.  When  any  witness  or 
witnesses  shall  appear,  but  refuse  to  testify  before  the  said 
Presidents  or  Chairmen  of  Committees,  or  either  or  any  of 
them,  he  or  they  shall  report  the  same  to  the  said  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  whereupon  the  said  Court  shall  commit  the 
said  witness  or  witnesses  for  contempt,  and  impose  such 
fine  as  in  its  discretion  shall  seem  meet,

Whereas,  The  damages  awarded  to  owners  of  property 
for  ground  taken  for  Fairmount  Park,  as  confirmed  by  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  and  payable  by  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia, out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  authorized  by  an

of  said  loan ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  2he  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelj^hia  do  ordain^  That  the  sura  of  two  millions  of 
dollars  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  said  loan  for  the  payment  of  the  damages  for  the  ground 
and  property  so  taken  or  to  be  taken ;  and  the  further  sum 
of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  be  and  is  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  laying  out,  construction  and  improvement 
thereof  for  public  use. 

Sec.  2.  Warrants  for  the  same  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
Park  Commissioners  in  conformity  with  existing  Ordi- 
nances, in  such  sums  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  neces- 


sary :  Provided,  however,  That  no  sura  shall  be  payable  for 
damages  for  ground  taken,  except  under  the  order  and 
decree  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  Philadelphia 
County,  directing  payment  and  distribution  of  the  suras  re- 
spectively. 

Sec.  3.  The  moneys  to  be  raised  by  the  Park  loan  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  in  the  City 
Treasury,  for  the  purposes  named  in  the  eleventh  section 
of  the  Act  of  Asserably  approved  the  1-ith  day  of  April, 
A.  D.  1868,  entitled  "  A  supplement  to  an  Act  entitled  '  An 
Act  appropriating  ground  for  public  purposes  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,' "  approved  the  26th  day  of  March,  A.  D. 
1867,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever.

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  Ordinance  approved  June  35th,  1856,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  relating 
to  the  supervision  of  the  Girard  Estates  and  management  of  the  Girard 
College  for  Orphans. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  agent  of  the  Girard  Es- 
tate in  Schuylkill,  Columbia,  and  adjoining  counties,  who 
shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  engineer  of  the  Girard  Es- 
tates in  Schuylkill  and  Columbia  counties,  shall  appoint, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Girard 
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Estates  and  of  the  Select  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, a  suitable  person  to  be  known  as  the  Assistant  Super- 
intendent of  the  Girard  Estates  in  Schuylkill  and  Columbia 
counties,  who  shall  be  in  all  matters  under  the  direction  of 
the  Engineer,  and  shall  assist  him  in  his  surveys,  &c.  He 
shall  reside  on  the  estate ;  he  shall  visit  daily  some  portion 
of  the  estate,  and  each  colliery  and  tract  of  land  at  least 
monthly.  He  shall  devote  his  whole  time  and  ability  to 
the  interests  of  the  estate,  and  make  a  detailed  report  in 
writing  on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  and  oftener,  if  re- 
quired, to  the  Committee  on  Girard  Estates  through  the 
Engineer,  of  all  his  transactions  during  the  preceding 
mouth. 

Sec.  2.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
1869,  the  following  shall  be  the  salaries  to  be  paid  the 
officers  of  the  Girard  Estates : 

1.  To  the  Superintendent,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum. 

2.  To  the  Agent,  two  thousand  dollars. 

3.  To  the  Engineer,  two  thousand  dollars. 

4.  To  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  in  addition  thereto  the  use  of  the  old  stone  house 
at  Girardville,  free  of  rent. 

5.  To  the  Attorney,  one  thousand  dollars. 

6.  To  the  Messenger,  who  shall  also  be  the  Clerk  of  the 
Superintendent,  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum.

timber  rights,  herein  particularly  described,  viz. :

worked  by  the  Thomas  Coal  Company,  and  also  the  right 
to  cut  timber  for  mining  purposes  from  all  those  portions 
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of  the  said  James  McNeal,  Jeremiali  Jackson,  and  William 
Steadman  tracks  which  lie  south  of  the  anticlinal  axis  of 
Locust  MoujTtain.

for  each  succeeding  year  of  the  said  lease :  Provided,  That 
if  more  than  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  product  of  the  colliery, 
exclusive  of  pea,  is  shipped  as  chestnut  coal  in  any  one 
year,  the  excess  over  fifteen  per  cent,  shall  be  accounted 
and  paid  for  as  prepared  coal.  To  pay  a  rent  of  six  cents 
per  ton  for  pea  coal  during  the  entire  term;  to  pay  a  rent 
of  six  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  per  annum  for 
twelve  blocks  of  miner's  houses,  and  an  additional  rent  of 
six  dollai's  per  annum  for  the  ground  occupied  by  each 
additional  block  of  two  houses,  now  or  hereafter  built  by 
the  lessees ;  and  that  the  said  lessees  shall  only  build 
houses  upon  the  tracts  herein  leased  to  them  respectively, 
to  pay  at  least  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum  as  rent, 
exclusive  of  the  house  rents;  to  mine  at  least  fifty  thou- 
sand tons  of  coal  in  each  year,  unless  prevented  by  una- 
voidable accidents ;  to  leave  pillars  of  coal  standing  at  the 
boundaries  of  the  demised  premises ;  to  insure  for  the 
benefit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  trustee,  at  least  twenty 
thousand  dollars  upon  the  improvements  at  each  colliery; 
which  sum  the  City  Trustee  shall  apply  to  rebuilding  in 
case  of  destruction  or  injury  by  fire  ;  not  to  allow  or  permit 
any  intoxicating  liquors  to  be  sold  upon  the  demised  prem- 
ises; not  to  transfer,  assign,  or  sublet,  or  mortgage,  or  in- 
cumber with  liens,  the  demised  premises  or  any  part  or 
portion  of  the  same,  without  the  consent  of  the  lessors;  to 
pay  all  taxes  levied  upon  the  coal  mined,  or  upon  the  im- 
provements erected  upon  the  demised  premises,  together 
with  such  other  covenants  to  secure  the  proper  and  effec- 
tual working  of  the  mines  as  may  be  required  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Girard  Estate,  and  are  usually  contained  in  coal 
leases.  All  of  the  said  leases  shall  further  provide  that 
the  lessors  shall  make  an  allowance  of  six-tenths  of  the 
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first  rents  upon  coal  bought  through  any  tunnel  hereafter 
driven  by  the  lessees,  with  the  approval  of  the  Engineer 
of  the  lessors,  signified  by  such  approval  endorsed  upon 
the  contract  for  driving  such  tunnels,  until  the  cost  of  the 
driving  of  said  tunnels  as  per  contract  price  thereof,  exclu- 
sive of  superintendence,  railroad  track,  and  transportation 
of  excavated  material,  is  paid  by  said  allowance.  That  the 
lessors  shall  make  an  allowance  to  the  lessees  of  six-tenths 
of  the  first  rents  upon  coal  mined,  from  beyond  any  fault, 
for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  the  lessee  ;  for  the  additional 
expense  of  driving  any  main  gangway  through  such  faults 
over  and  above  the  cost  of  driving  such  gangway  in  coal 
immediately  before  reaching  the  fault:  Provided,  That  no 
gangway  shall  be  considered  as  in  fault  if  any  productive 
breasts  can  be  opened  therefrom:  And  'provided^  TlvAi  no 
greater  allowance  than  six-tenths  shall  ever  be  deducted 
from  the  rents  at  any  one  time,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  tunnels  and  gangway's  in  faults  may  be  driven  at  the 
same  time ;  that  the  lessors  shall  have  the  right  at  the  end 
of  the  said  term,  to  take  the  machinery,  fixtures  and  im- 
provements upon  the  demised  premises,  at  a  valuation  to 
be  made  by  three  disinterested  persons,  mutually  chosen, 
first  deducting  from' the  amount  of  such  valuation  such  a 
proportion  thereof  as  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars 
bears  to  the  entire  first  cost  (exclusive  of  repairs)  of  the 
machinery  and  fixtures  so  valued  ;  and  if  the  lessors  shall 
refuse  to  take  the  said  machinery  and  fixtures  at  the  said 
valuation,  the  lessees  first  paying  to  the  lessors  such  a  pro- 
portion of  the  said  valuation  as  the  sum  of  twenty  thou-

Thomas  Paschall,  Nathan  Beach,  and  John  Blacky  tracts  as 
are  covered  by  two  interfering  surveys  in  the  name  of 
Richard  Whitehead,  and  Pobert  Whitehead,  and  claimed 
by  the  said  Edward  Brooke,  George  Brooke,  John  C. 
Lyman,  and  Seyfert,  McManus  &  Company:  And j^rovicled^ 
That  in  case  of  a  final  recovery  in  ejectment  against  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  trustee,  for  both  or  either  or  any 
portion  of  either  of  the  said  tracts  of  land,  no  greater 
amount  of  mesne  profits  shall  be  recovered  against  the 
said  City  of  Philadelphia,  trustee,  than  the  amount  of  rent 
actually  received  by  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia,  trustee, 
for  coal  mined  from  the  tracts  or  portions  of  tracts  so  re-
